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New Families To 


Mean $48,000 Pay 
Boost Monthly 


Coming of 200 additional fam!- 
lies to Upland as the result of the 
completion of the Parkside project 
‘will mean a monthly payroll boost 
in the community of at least 
$48,000. , 

This figure was given today as 
a “conservative estimate” of what 
the new families will mean in in- 
creased revenue for the commun- 
ity. All residents in the project, 
now nearing completion, are to be 
employes of the Kaiser company. 

While officials of the Upland 
Housing Authority did not make 
the estimate or reveal the hourly 
income as listed by the applicants, 
close observers estimated that the 
$48,000 figure is a minimum fig- 
ure likely to be received every 
month by the new Uplanders. 

As described by Mrs. Douglas 
Black, secretary, the new tenants 
“are of the same class as our pres- 
ent tenants in Los Olivos.” She 
explained that some are steel mill 








workers, accountants, engineers 
end engaged in other “white col- 
lar” jobs. 


It is known the regular pay 
scale varies from 75 cents an hour 
up to twice*that figure. Most 
Kaiser employes have ‘overtime,’ 
with an increased hourly pay rate. 

First occupants are scheduled to 
move into Parkside in the imme- 
diate future. Fifty houses are vir- 
tually completed and tenants are 
reported to be waiting for the op- 
portunity to move to the housing 
project which is on Foothill boul- 
evard at Eleventh street.

Washington, however, contin- 
ued to celebrate his birthday on 
February 11, Dr. Koontz says, 
In 1799, under the date of Feb- | 
ruary 11, he wrote in his diary, | 





“Went up to Alexandria to the 
celebration of my _ birthday.

Weldon Makes 
Peach Forecast 


Delayed foliation of many peach 
varieties is to be expected, George 
P, Weldon, azricultural instructor 
at Chaffey college, reported in his 
eleventh annual Southern Califor- 
nia peach prospect forecast as o1 
February 15. 

All factors during the past win- 
ter have been unfavorable, he said. 

“Serious delayed foliation is to 
be expected with such varieties as 
Sims, El>erta, Phillips, J. H. Hale, 
Lovell and Tuscan. Varieties even 
more susceptible to delay are May- 
flower and Alexander.” 

“All of these will show leaves 
first where shaded by windbreaks 
or buildings. 

“Since most of the newer plant- 
ing’s in Southern California are of 
varieties which are highly resist- 


ant to delayed foliation, a good! 


crop may be expected, except in 
the case of older plantings. 
“Because of warm weather in 
December and January and _ the 
continuance of warm weather in 
February, varieties ‘that are not 
highly susceptible to delayed foli- 
ation will bloom and develop early. 
Susceptible varities will be late.

James Young To Be 
Forum Speaker at 
Chaffey Tonight 


“Can America Survive in the; 
Far East?” will be answered to- | 
night in Chaffey civic auditorium | 
when James R. Young, foreign 
correspondent, speaks at the com- | 
munity forum starting at 8 o’clock. 

For 13 years, Mr. Young cover- 
ed every important news story in | 
Japan until imprisoned for report- 
ing Japan’s militaristic intentions | 
and barbarity in occupied China. 


In 1927, he shipped to the Orient | 
as a sailor and when the vessel put 
in at Yokohama, was hired to} 
work for the American-owned 
newspaper, the Japan Advertiser. 
Shortly thereafter, he was em- 
ployed by the International News 
Service as its Tokyo correspondent 
and subsequently was named man. 
ager of its far eastern office. 

In 1940, he cabled a news story 
to the United States that displeas- 
ed the Japanese. He was arrested, 
tried in secret and jailed for “li- 
belling’” the Nipponese empire. 
Throughout his ordeal he main- 
tained a cheerful confidence that 
confounded his captors. Calmly, 
he raised a small potted orchid 
which he presented to his wife 
when he was released. |

“Behind the Rising Sun,” which

Kaiser Company 
Merchant Mill 
Tests Complete 


Under the personal direction of 
Mill Superintendent Henry Krause 
the new Merchant Mill at the 
Kaiser company steel rill made 
a successful test run last week. 
Plant officials stated after the test 
that the mill was in readiness to 
go into full production, after pro- 
nouncing the trial a complete suc- 
cess, 

This new development at the 
Fontana steel plant marks an- 
other milestone in the progress 
toward complete development of 
the mill as a permanent industry 
here. The merchant fill is looked 
upon as the major factor in com- 
peting for postwar steel business 
by the industry. 

In announcing the success of the 
trial run, it was pointed out that 
the mill will not assume produc- 
tion at this time, due to the high- 
er priority of the plate mill and 
the need for shell steel. At pres- 
ent, the output of steel is going 
into ship plate and shell steel for 
the Kaiser shell plant here. Gov- 
ernment regulations will not re- 


| lease steel for processing through 


the new merchant mill. 

The merchant mill is capable of 
rolling small shapes, such as an- 
gles, channels, bar stock and other 
structural needs. All the stands, 
or rolls, necessary for this type of 
production are in and have been 
tested and pronounced fit for pro- 
duction, ready to assume duty 
when steel is released.
